The East Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners (Amendment) Act, 1952 

AN 

Act 

to amend the East Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani Practitioners Act, 1940 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short title . — This Act may be called the East Punjab Ayurvedic and Unani 
Practitioners (Amendment) Act, 1952. 

2. Amendment of section 6 of the East Punjab Act , 1949. (East Punjab Act 
XIV of 1949).-— In the proviso to sub-section (1) of section 6 of the East Punjab 
Ayurvedic und Unani ^Practitioners Act, 1949, as extended to Delhi, for the word 
“two” the word “three" shall be substituted and ahaU be deemed always to have 
been so substituted 
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
